FIRE ATTOKIQ CAUSES, .._ 

LOSS OF $3,000,000 


M 

Several Persons Reported to 
Have Pejished in the 
Flames 


Toklo, April t©.—The Yoahlwart was 
destroyed by fire yesterday. It 1* 
roughly estimated that $3,000,0©© will 
cover thf property loss. 

Many of the house# were almost pal¬ 
atial in appearance, and'a thousand Of 
them were burned In a little more than 
three tvmre. Btr thousand women were 
rendered homeless. Four or five per¬ 
sons were burned to death or killed 
while attempting to escape from their 
homes. 

The Yoshlwarl Is conducted under 
government licenses, .which provides 

for the hospital*, and 

several of Uun^^^ututluna were 

burned 

The fire spread over a vast ares, 
j Fanned by u strong southern wind, the 
flames swept to the surrounding struc¬ 
tures to the north. It Is estimated that 
; 6.000 houses are In ruins, covering an 
area approximating four square miles. 
Five hundred troops are guarding the 
territory. The total Insurance carried 
by the house and shop owners Is In the 
neighborhood of $360,000. 

The origin of the blaae Is not known. 

- The famed Yoshlwarl was located 
about one mile to the north of Asakusa 
Park. The district presented ft specta¬ 
cle probably unparalleled In any other 
country, but was reproduced on a 
smaller scale In the provincial Japanese 
cities. It was remarkable for Its gor¬ 
geous structures, guarded by Iron bars, 
directly on the rtreets and its thou¬ 
sands of gayly bedecked residents. 

The whole quarter was under special 
municipal surveillance, with the result 
that at all times perfect order prevail¬ 
ed. enabling strangers to observe, while 
walking through the street* the secur¬ 
ity of Japanese officers. 

The district to the north was occu¬ 
pied, largely by smsll and flimsy dwell- 
Ing places and many tea houses. 

In recent years several serious fires 
have occurred In Japan. In August. 
1907, a conflagration at Hakodate de¬ 
stroyed 130© houses, with an estimated 
loss of $16.0041,000 In March of the 
following year fire at Nod assy a. near 
Toklo. destroyed 400 houses, the dam- ] 
age losing $3,600,000. and a few days 
'later 4.000 houses were burned at Nla- 
gata. In August. 1©0». a fire reduced to 
a*hes a large part of Oska. The official 
report placed the number of houses de- 
stroyed at more than 1.000. These In¬ 
cluded ten business bulldtnge. The 
most disastrous fire last year waa at 
Waklma, 1S0€ buildings being burned.

MEXICAN REBEL 
LEADER SUCCUMBS 


Mexicali. Meal re, April W —General 
Stanley William*, whi «u wounded 
last Saturday In *p*ct*eulnr assault 
when his little force of *0 men engag¬ 
ed the entire eighth battalion’ of the 
Mexican army, ul. J \V.stir<lH> In the 
improvised hospital estaljITiKed TSy ' (he 
U. 8. troops at datexteo, from the 
wound* lie suffered In the engagment. 

Toget h er wit h th* other d**n<l brought 
In from the battlefield, five mile* away, 
the fallan chleftau will be burled to¬ 
day In the lltite graveyard at Mexi¬ 
cali Just behind the breast work* 
William’* death was caused by a 
missile that ploughed through the head 
nt the base of the sfeuti. tearing away 
♦he rear portion of the brain. While 
not In a* great distress a* the rebels 
themselves at first believed- they were, 
the defeat of Williams proved a per¬ 
fect rout of the attacking force*- In 
all, fifty men who participated In the 
daring sortie have returned to Mexi¬ 
cali. Eleven others have deserted and 
are now tn Jail on the American side. 
The remaining 34 of the band are be¬ 
lieved to be dead, as the federala took 
no prisoners. That any escaped alive 
la due only to the failure of .the fed¬ 
eral* to press their advantage and pur¬ 
sue the routed Insurrectos as they 
fled In wild disorder from the field. 

Col. Mayot. the federal commander, 
said to-day. when he visited the little 
ranch, that his I os* was 13 dead and 
14 wounded. 

Williams hurled his little band of 
rebels against Colonel Miguel Mayot'* 
five hundred Mexican regular* on the 
Mesa, five rail** north »f Mexicali, 
on Saturday. 

Half a doaen fugitive* of hi* fleeing 
command were overtaken by i federal 
shell that fell in their midst and sent 
up a geyser^of flame and smoke and 
fragment* of human ratios. His 
wagon train# were captured with near¬ 
ly all of the store* nnd livestock taken 
In hi* raid Friday On the American 
ranchers. 

Survivors who struggled Into Mexi¬ 
cali Saturday night declared that the 
federal* took no prisoners. Atl those 
not killed by the fire cf the federal 
rifle*. machine guns and artlllety were 
slaughtered mercilessly with tc>oneta 
In the hands of the federal soldiers. 
Those latter also. It Is declared llred 
on the hospital tent and ambulance 
which accompanied the rebels to the 
battlefield. 

News of the rebel impulse was 
brought by the mount'd rebel who. 
with an arm shot nearly off fell ex- 
i haunted from hi* horse In front of the 
headquarters of the rebel command* r- 
I In-chief, General 8-illna*. and burst 
Into tears. 

I "We have been slaughtered," h* 

| cried. "My pal was killed beside me " 
Asked who his rofnmd* was. ho re¬ 
plied: "General Stanley.*♦ 

Williams wa* stfh known as Jttnnley 
to his men of the "Independent Divis¬ 
ion of the Liberal Army." despite the 
revelation of his real name and the 
fact that ho was a deserter from the 
Ninth Infantry of the United State# 
army. 

When General Salinas h'ard of hi* 
subordinate's fate, he maintained his 
stoical calm. 

'"I told him he was a fool when he 
said he was going out to fight them." 
he remarked. If he remained hero the 
federal* would have been forced to at 
tack. In a position of oqr own choosing. 
I ordered him to get out but only when 
j he demanded It.” 

Every detail of William*’ sortie fmm 
the entrenched position of the reb-ls 
hare In Mexicali emphasised the sup¬ 
erb daring of the assault Jn the over¬ 
whelming federal force. With his 
troops In the military formal Ion of a 
column of twos, he marched direct 
south after crossing the Maty-foot 
wash of the new river which surround- 
ed the town on these sides, and which 
constitutes Its most formidable de¬ 
fence. His cavalry, numbering twen¬ 
ty-seven, formed the. advanc-d guard 
for his Infantry. and In the tear 
brought up his wagon train with all 
the supplies and livestock taken In his 
raid recently made. 

Mayot * men of the Eighth nattallon 
used smokeless powder, but the smoke 
from the black powder of the rebels' 
cart rigs* revealed their position at 
each shot.
